JOINT RESOLUTION 

Memorializing the Congress of the United States to enact legisla- 
tion for unemployment reserves and compensation 

on a nation-wide basis. 

WHEREAS, There is general agreement that the employes in 
industrial establishments should be protected by unemployment 
reserves in a manner similar to the reserves which industries gen-
erally set up to stabilize the dividend payments to stockholders ; 
and 

WHEREAS, Legislation to this effect ought to be national, inas-
much as the competitive situation makes it difficult for any one 
state to act alone in this matter ; therefore, be it 

Resolved by the Assembly, the Senate concurring, That the 
legislature of Wisconsin hereby respectfully memorializes the 
Congress of the United States to enact national legislation re-
quiring industries generally to establish unemployment reserves 
from which discharged workmen are to be compensated when 
unable to find other employment. Be it further 

Resolved, That properly attested copies of this resolution be 
transmitted to the presiding officers of both houses of the Con-
gress of the United States and to each Wisconsin member thereof.
